Document 1 discloses a feature wherein the IP 
address of a remote party is obtained by entering the 
telephone number of the remote party, and facsimile 
communication with the remote party is performed over the 
Internet using the IP address of the remote party thereby 
obtained. 

Document 1 does not specifically indicate that 
communication is performed over a public telephone network 
when communication via the Internet is not possible, but 
document 2 discloses a feature wherein when a telephone 
call cannot be made via the Internet, the telephone call 
is made via a public telephone network. 

The facsimile communication disclosed in document 1 
and the telephone call disclosed in document 2 are both 
communications carried out using the Internet or a public 
telephone network, and thus, a person skilled in the art 
could easily conceive of applying the technical feature 
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disclosed in document 2 to the invention disclosed in 
document 1, thereby producing a constitution which 
switches to facsimile communication via a public telephone 
network when facsimile communication via the Internet is 
not possible. 



Meanwhile, sending a request for the IP address of a 
remote party to an SIP server is conventionally done in a 
VoIP system. 

Further, a person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive of a constitution that uses a known file 
transmission/reception protocol when carrying out 
communication of facsimile data with a remote party. 



Claims 6, 12, and 18 

Questions as to what kind of protocol to use when 
obtaining an IP address or when communicating with a 
remote party are merely design features fittingly 
determined at the discretion of a person skilled in the 
art, and no particular difficulty is recognized in the use 
of UDP or TCP, which are known. 

Claims 19 and 21 to 2 6 

Document 1 discloses a feature wherein when a 
transmitting party obtains an IP address and performs 
transmission of a facsimile, the receiving party 
immediately responds to the call and receives the 
facsimile, that is, the receiving party automatically 
receives the facsimile (see especially document 1, 
paragraph [0031] and elsewhere) . 

A feature wherein a communications device on a data- 
receiving side sends an HTTP-based data transmission 
request to a communications device on a data-transmitting 
side, and the communications device on the data- 
transmitting side transmits data in response to the data 
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transmission request is a technique conventionally 
performed on the Internet, and thus, no particular 
difficulty is recognized in the configuring of the 
invention disclosed in document 1 so that, for example, 
the calling side functions as a data-receiving device, 
which instead of performing facsimile communication after 
obtaining an IP address, performs HTTP communication by 
sending an HTTP-based data transmission request. 
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
